bank has failed. A meeting of the clear- 
ing house yesterday, a most unusual 
thing:, it being a holiday, took action re- 
sulting in the closing.

CHICAGO, III., Jan. 2.—W. A. Hammond, 


vice-president of the National bank of 
Illinois, is missing. 
Some of his effects 


were iound this morning oil the lake front 
at Dempster street pier, near his home at 
Evanston, The recent sensational failure 
of the bank of Illinois is supposed to have 
caused the disappearance. 


PoIutM to Suicide. 


Hammond retired at the usual hour last 


night. This morning members of the 
family going to his room found it empty. 
The search finally led to Dempster street 
pier. There they found a number of pri- 
vate papers in Hammond's handwriting. 
This convinced the searchers that un- 
doubtedly Mr. Hammond had committed 
suicide in the hike. The federal life sav- 
ing crew of Evanston immediately began 
a search, and it was wired Chicago to 
send a tng for the same purpose. 


Recall* \Vasmausaorfi- Death. 


The disappearance of Hammond is re- 


calling the suicide of Wasmansdorf a few 
days ago. 
Wasmansdorf s death was a. 


direct result of the failure of the Illinois 
bank, that institution pulling down tte 
firm of 
Wasmansdorf & Heinlemann. 


Warsmansdorf blew his brains out. 


Hammond tUe Caimo. 


Hammond was very active in the 


management of the bank, in fact he has 
been the responsible head since the feeble- 
ness of Mr. Schneider, president, who was 
unable to do much work. Large loans to 
the Calumet Electric company and other17 


which resulted in the bank's closing, it ia 
understood were made by Hammond, 


First Open diaries. 


As a prominent resident of Evans ton, 


Hammond's name appeared at the club 
room. He was a member of St. Mark's 
Episcopal church, also a director of the 
Oakland National bank, Phoenix Insur- 
ance Co., of Brooklyn, and street cable 
lines in Chicago. The first open charges 
against his business integrity were made 
ten days ago when he 
was charged 


being a director and depositor of deliber- 
ately violating the national bank laws. 


He Deceived Everybody. 


The alleged irregularities began years 


ago, when it is alleged Hammond began 
using the money and credit of the bank in 
outside speculations. 
This was done in 


such a manner that the bank examiners 
as well as tbo bank directors were de- 
ceived. 
Even old employes of the bank, 


thoroughly familiar with the inside work- 
ings, said they had been unaware of what 
was going on under their eyes. 
When It 


'was openly charged that the second vice- 
president had falsified the bank accounts 
an investigation suggested that the irreg- 
ularities must have begun four years ago 


Covered HI» Irregularity. 


At this time, it is said, Hammond inter- 


ested himself in the now famous Calumet 
Electric railway, and it is believed that 
the first overdrafts to the railway, 
amounting toj*175,OQO, were made by him. 
When the comptroller of the currency 
immediately called fora statement from 
the bonk, Hammond disguised the irreg- 
ularity by designing overdrafts on foreign 
exchange. 
But this irregularity only 


came to light after years of diligent 
service. 


Good money After Bad* 


Some of his early savings were invested 


legitimately in mining ventures which 
brought good profit and which he imme- 
diately put into the bauk stock. 


After he served as cashier and became 


second vice-pi esident, it is said, he inter- 
tercsted himself in many corporations, 
which were applicants for loans, and in 
this way his judgment became biased. 
From a- careful banker Mr. Hammond 
soon got to sending good moneyafter bad, 
diagaitilnff his loans in various illegal 
ways. 


Hanimcmd's body was discovered in the 


lake by two boys this afternoon and was 
taken to the Evanaton police station.

Photograph Holdars. 


Some "pretty photo holders are made 


of 5 inch ribbon and crochet rings. 
The plainest m»y bo made 1$£ times us 
long as a cabinet photo. The lower end 
is finished with plush balls matching 
tho ribbon, aud the upper end is fasten- 
PCI to a f*iJt rod with R chain for sus- 
pending the holder. The photo is held 
in placo by a chain of crochet rings. 
These are covered with crochet Bilk and 
ornamented with a narrow, scalloped 
edge around the ring. Pretty framea are 
of pule bine, with bows of narrow pink 
ribbon at the corners of the ring chains. 
A bow of wider ribbon is fastened in 
the center of the space above the pic- 
ture. A writer in Good Housekeeping, 
who calls attention to the foregoing, is 
also authority for the following: 


Another pair of holders was made 


from a piece of pink ribbon 20 inches 
long, The corners of the lower end were 
turned back to form a point. The upper 
corners wore turned forward to form a 
similar point, and each end was finished 
wiUi throe plush balls. A chain of cro- 
chet ringn formed a framo for the photo, 
which was placed about four inches 
above tbe lower point. The rings were 
covered with victoria crochet; silk and 
had a crouhet edge as described for the 
first pair. The upper end of the ribbon 
was folded forward, so that the plush 
ball susppned from, the point nearly 
reached the top of the photo. A spray 
of forgetmenot was embroidered with 
Asiatic lilo above the upper point. Bowa 
of narrow blue ribbon were placed at 
the corners of the ring frame. A gilt 
rod and chain were used to suspend the 
holder.

William Rutherford of Oakland, Cal., 


representing a company, which baa been 
raanufact' fine twine and yarn • cloth 
thirty years, requested that jute yarns be 
raised from 30 per cent, to 35 ad valorum 
that burlaps and bags for grain made of 
burlaps and bags wherein flax, jut* and 
hemp form principal material, be changed 
from the free list to 3-i of a cant per 
pound, specific.

Ostensibly the aim of these clubs 
is to improve and advance the interests 
of the particular variety with which 
they are affiliated, aud if this was ac- 
complished and the work stopped there 
all wall and good, but the trouble is 
they don't etop at tlmt point. In fact, 
they frequently do not travel in that di- 
rection at all, but go off at a tangent 
after some senseless fad, the accomplish- 
ment of which not only means no gain 
whatever for the breed from a utility 
standpoint, but often the reverse.

In the de- 
stroying hand of the "fancy" it has ret- 
rograded from one of our very beet and 
most useful fowls into a useless, uii- 
BightJy aud unclean masaof f Gathers. _ It 
cannot produce eggs. It cannot produce 
flesh. Its whole energy is expended iu 
producing an abnormal growth of feath- 
ers. The Bnff Cochin of today as the 
fanciers want it is a worthless variety 
and cannot be kept witb profit in any 
poultry yard.

Tho Pekiu duck is procured very eas- 


! ily from tho breedera of poultry almost 


I anywhere. It is quite a favorite broed 
! and quite common. It is large in size, 


weighing seven or more pounds when 
fully grown and well fed. 
But tho 


young ducks, weighing about four 
pounds, ara the most in demand. They 
are readily fattened on oats given iu 
•water, out of which the grain is gath- 
ered by the ducks. There is only one 
other white duck, which is the Aylea- 
bury. the favorite duck in England, 
where in the vioinity of the town of 
Aylesl iry, everybody rears them in 
large numbers. Ducks need no water to 
swim in. They, are better on the dry 
ground and in a green grasa field. They 
arc useful in a fcardou, doing much good 
in gathering snails and worms.' They 
have been known to eat potato beetles 
and squash bugs, which other fowls will 
not touch. 


New Draperies. 


Among the now materials for draper- 


ies is a lattice oloth which comes in 
shades of terra cotta or of apple green. 
The fabric, though it ia of cotton, has a 
silky appearance. It hangs in beautiful 
soft folds, but requires lining. With 
draperies of this oloth striped wall pn- 
pera that harariuize are used. Another 
new stuff for draperies iu boudoirs, 
small bedrooms or little drawing rooms 
IB known as the colonial cross atripe. It, 
too, is a cotton, most frequently in a 
soft shade of green, with the stripes in 
black. A more desirable oolor in the 
same fabric is of blue, with stripes of 
white, bordered by darker blue tban the 
ground. A plain stuff of the same color 
aucl weave is used with these draperies 
for the sid« walls ot room*.
